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DETAILED ACTION 

Summary 

1 . Claims 1,3,5, 8-9, 1 1 -1 3, 1 8, and 21-31 are present and have been fully 
considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5, 8-9, 11-13, 18, and 21-31 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a method of 
separating an adherend that is stuck via an adhesive by subjecting the adherend and 
adhesive to high pressure environment and subsequently releasing the pressure, 
wherein the adhesive material comprises at least one of polyvinyl acetal resins and 
ethylene-vinyl acetate resins, and the adhesive is insoluble in the substances 
comprising the high-pressure environment is not known or fairly suggested in the art. 
These claims overcome the closest prior art of record, EVANS et al. (US 5,501 ,761 ) 
because EVANS requires that the adhesive layer is at least partially dissolved by the 
substance or substances comprising the environment of the pressure resistant 
container during the step of increasing the pressure in the container, and the adhesives 
claimed in the instant application are not soluble in the substances claimed (see 
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attached "chemicalbook.com" solubility data for ethylene-vinyl acetate, and attached 
"conservative research laboratory" solubility data for polyvinyl acetate).
